Johnstone Lake Officially 
sed To Old Wives lake 


Name of Old ld Wives Lake Perpetuates 
Indian Incident When Old Cree Mothers 


Sacrificed Themselves for Their Children} te. saia. 


REGINA.—It was announced, 
recently by Hon. J. H. Brockel- | 
bank, Saskatchewan minister of 
natural resources, that the name 
of Johnstone lake was officially 
changed to O14 Wives lake by 
the Canadian Board on Geogra- 
phical Names of Ottawa on 
November 5th, 1953. 

The change of the name is the 
resut of the efforts for many years 
by: many residents of the area, 
and. rural municipalities in. the 
vicinity of Johnstone lake. The 
late Z. M. Hamilton of Regina was 
both a pioneer and writer of early 
Saskatchewan history and was 
among the first: to propose the 
change of the name to Old Wives 
lake. 

The name Old Wives ieke per- 
petuates an Indian incident where 
‘Cree mothers voluntarily sacri- 
ficed themselves so that their 
children might escape the wrath 
of the Blackfeet Indiahs and re- 
turn to their ancestral . grounds 
and perpetuate the tribe. 

Since the Indians had no written 
history, it is difficult to check 
the authenticity of the story, but 
officials of the federal Indian Af- 
fairs branch and others feel the 
event in its essential details did 
occur. F 

The story handed down from 
father to son for considerably 
more than one hundred years 
concerns a band of Cree Indians 
from the Qu’Appelle’ valley who 
journeyed west of Moose Jaw 
Creek hunting for buffalo so a 
store of meat would be available 
.for the lean months ahead. Ap- 
parently .a prairie fire in the 
- Qu’Appelle area had caused the 

buffalo herds to wander south-. 

westerly towards better pasture. 

The Indian. band found a herd of 

buffalo in the ‘vicinity of Lake 

Johnstone which were slaughtered 
. and meat prepared. As was. cus-, 
tomary the work of skinning, cut- 
ting and drying of the meat and 
preparing: the hides was left to

of which there were a considerable 
number. 

The tribe had entered into the 
open prairie and in the hunting 
grounds of the Blackfeet Indians | 
with considerable anxiety, but 
scouts had reported the area free 


of the’ enemy. It was decided to} 


kill the, buffalo and provide a 
meat store for the months ahead 
and to hurry back to their home 
grounds, 

The band burdened with their 
meat supply and women and chil- 
dren were retutning home when 
a Blackfoot scout and a small war 
party were observed in the after- 
noon. In the attack that followed, 
the small party of Blackfeet were 
driven off, but it was realized ‘that 
the band was in mortal danger 
when the remainder of the Black- 
feet war party would arrive. The 
Creés, burdened with woman and 
children -would obviously be no 
match against the large well 
mounted Blackfeet war party | 
armed with rifles obtained from | 
American frontier posts in Mis- 
souri far superior to the Crees’ 
flintlock muskets supplied by the 
Hudson's Bay Company. 

It is reported that the older 
women spoke to thé Chief as fol- 
lows: ' 

“We are old, no longer fitted 
to bé mothers of men. Let a camp 


be made here. We will make little}: 


fires. of buffalo chips. When night 
has come we will tend them and 
then you and the hunters, boys 
and young women will move 
silently away. The Blackfeet will 
see the little.fires and not know 
‘that you have -gone; like the 
wolves, they hunt at dawn, and 
all the trophies they will get will 
be ‘the scalps of: old women.” 
And so it was. The Blackfeet 


sergeant. 


scouts watching from distant 
buttes, saw the camp, fires. and 
were satisfied that: no escape was 
intended. At dawn the small party 
of women were massacred, but the 
main party reached the Qu’Appelle 
Valley in. safety. 2 

The: lake was therefore called 
Old Women’s Lake by the Indians. 
The early ranchers and home- 
steaders also ‘commonly referred 
to the lake as Old Wives lake. 

About the middle of the last 
cehtury Sir Frederick Johnstone 
visited the area during a buffalo 
hunting trip and as-a compliment 
to . the: distinguished visitor the 
lake was: officially called John- 
stone lake, and was ‘so shown on 


| maps of the Northwest Territories 


and in subsequent maps of Sas- 
katchewan. 

“As a matter of sentiment and 
in preservation of the Saskatche- 
wan ‘legend commemorating the 
mothers’ sacrifice for their chil-

Driver’s Test Program 


«The Alberta government's driver 
testing program, in effect at Cal- 
gary and Edmonton since last 
July, will be extended -to Leth- 
bridge, Red Deer and Medicine Hat 
beginning December 1.

birth to Lynn Lake. In the spike is the first nickel from 
Sherritt-Gordon Mines’ new operation, the reason for the 


144-mile Lynn Lake rail line. 

The Canadian National Railways 

line was constructed in 32 months, 

coinciding with the scheduled start 
of production of Lynn Lake’s 
nickel and copper. 

With the driving of the spike by 
Donald Gordon, CNR president, a 
train load of supplies for the town 
and mine was ready to roll into 
Lynn Lake, 500 miles~ northwest 
of Winnipeg, from the railhead at 
Sherridon, Man. , 

As the railway moved fnopthivbe: 
so did much of Sherridon. In fact, 
it got to Lynn Lake first. 

During the last three winters 
tractor trains hauled entire build- 
ings. to Lynn Lake — houses, 
schools, churches, a bank, a’ hos-|) 
pital and other structures: .As 
Sherridon slowly died, Lynn Lake 
came to life. 

Decision to develop Lynn Lake's 
mineral deposits was made when 
it became apparent that the old 
Sherritt-Gordon mine was nearly 
exhausted. ya 

The new deposit was discovered 
in 1941 by prospector Austin Mo- 
Veigh. Diamond drilling started in 
1945 and the results led to a re- 
quest for a link.
